DOMPIERRE-LE8-EGL1SKS, France- Jacques Rossignoi 
literally ran lor his life here Tuesday- and doesn't know yet 
whether he won. 

Rossignoi has pleaded innocent of complicity in the mur¬ 
der of garage ownrr Raymond Vlgnaud last Dee. IS. 

Investigation fixed the time of death at 7:30 p.m., but 
RoHSignul said when he and two others were arrested that 
he was In Montmarillon, 33 miles away, at the time. 


One defendant said he drove Roangnol In MorUnoriUon. 
and left him to go BUO yards on foot to the liome of a witnen 
who saw him at 7:55 p.m. 

In a re-enactment, a car drove between the two towns 
in 23 minutes. 15 aeoand. Then Raesignol. roped and paced 
by a policeman, ran the BOH yards In four minutes. 

He said this proved his innocence hut a magistrate de¬ 
murred. saying the slaying perhaps occurred 10 minutes 
before 7:30 p.m.- which would ruin Rossignoi'* alibi.

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War of Containment 

»"|**HE SERIES of bombing raids carried out by the 
1 American and South Vietnamese air forces on 
North Viet Nam military targets should dispel any 
suspicion the outside world may entertain that the 
United States is preparing to negotiate her way out 
at her present position tn Southeast Asia. 

By chooalng to follow this direct and emphatic 
line of action Washington has' not only re-committed 
itself to its professed purpose of actively resisting the 
encroachment of militant Communism upon the free 
world, but seemingly has also given public notice that 
the United States Is ready to meet Us threat anywhere 
in the world by trading punch for punch. 

There are. of course, strong political factions 
throughout the West and within the United States 
Itself who believe that America should now withdraw 
from actively participating in the Viet Nam struggle; 
that unless it is prepared to fight an all-out war it 
cannot win, and that the risk It even now runs k far 
too great for the reward of a doubtful victory. 

In not heeding these warnings the Johnson admin¬ 
istration seems to give every indication that It firmly 
believes that if the United States retreats from 
Viet Nam now it would only mean that It would at 
some later date be railed upon to fight again in yet 
another area which may pose even greater disadvan¬ 
tages and problems., than the present theatre of 
operations. 

That the United States is now not only prepared 
to atand its ground but hit back gives considerable 
substance to the argument that the third world war 
is already under way and is even now being fought on 
a broad front throughout Southeast Asia. 

If this is so, then the United States is unques¬ 
tionably following the best tactics in Viet Nam—as 
Britain is doing in Malaysia—by attempting to contain 
the advancing enemy wherever he may strike. 

In such a war—If war it be—neither spectacular 
gains nor major losses need be expected. Victory 
enough will be registered by the forces of freedom 
if they can but prevent the conflagration from 
spreading to the rest of the world. 

Words and Action 

I N A SPEECH before Toronto Liberate last week 
Prime Minister Lester Pearson outlined his views 
on integrity in government and the quality of 
leadership. 

Leadership, he said, meant insistence by the 
leader on high standards of political conduct and 
action in government. “When these standards are 
betrayed, then those who betrayed them must go. 

“But,’* be added, “leadership also means refusing 
to yield to unfair partisan and popular pressure, by 
sacrificing to such pressures those men who do not 
deserve ft." 

Later in the week the prime minister addressed 
members of Canadian University Libera) Federation 
in much the same vein. He would not allow, he said, 
“false insinuations and suspicious smokescreens . . . 
to pressure me into doing the wrong thing in order 
to establish the right superficial image.” 

Though most Canadians will welcome Mr. Pear¬ 
son’s stirring declaration of principles, many will be 
constrained to ask whether the prime minister really 
believes and la prepared to act upon them. 

CdHalnly his recent peremptory dismissal of 
former Minister Without Portfolio Yvon Dupuis seems 
inconsistent with the ideals the prime minister now 
publicly champioas. 

A quick review of this incident reveals that Mr. 
Dupuis was not the victim of any “unfair partisan” 
(meaning opposition) pressures; that the former 
minister has declared that he is innocent of any 
wrongdoing, and that Mr. Pearson has refused to 
comment on the matter on the grounds that certain 
allegations brought against Mr. Dupuis are still under 
investigation by the RCMP. • 

On the face of things and by his own admission, 
Mr. Pearson seems to have yielded to pressures— 
though not brought to bear by opposition partisan 
lorces—to fire Mr. Dupuis over a matter about which 
all facts are not yet known. 

Surely this action is diametrically opposed to the 
very standards of leadership he now so vdtfWroonly 
espouses. 

Towns in Parks 

AifR- K1ERNAN roes that more than 30 years ago 
1 mineral and timber rights were crown-granted 
In perpetuity in Strathcona Park. The recreation and 
conservation minister that It- would now be 
“financially impossible and completely impractical” 
to regain these rights and restore the park to inviolate 
status. This should serve to make him all the more 
acutely aware of the onus on him to make decisions 
with regard to the park that will not be equally or 
even more lamented when another 30 years have 
gone by. 

If the province cannot buy out the claims, It must 
be granted that “safeguarding to the best possible 
extent the natural beauty, of this area,” In Mr. Kler- 
nan’s words, is all thaf can be expected of the 
government, providing the words "best possible 
extent” mean exactly that And where the right to 
mine in the park exists and the prtwpectx are suf¬ 
ficiently enticing, it may benefit no one, as the minister 
suggests, to make the lob as tough as It can be. 

But denying permission to a company to build 
a town near its mine in the park is surely far from 
the ultimate In imposed hardship. As one up-Is land 
conservationist has noted, many loggers are aocun* 
inmed to driving farther to work than the 30 miles 
the mine employees will have to travel If their homes 
are to be located outside of the park. And the public 
benefit of preventing the intrusion of settlements into 
what are meant to be kept as unspoiled wilds— 
whether or not such communities include the full 
-array of commercial development—is beyond question. 

One town In a park would not be absolute ruin¬ 
ation, even if it would not be welcome to those seeking 
to preserve the natural heritage, either. But if one 
now, how many in future? f * 

A precedent will be set on this application, and 
there is a heavy responsibility on Mr. Kiernan and 
his cabinet colleagues to make a decision that will 
not be increasingly regretted as the years go by.

The Bark Beautiful 


Carden Notes 


Some trees and shrubs are planted 
because their fruits or berries are good 
j to eat. Some win a place in our gar¬ 
dens because of the beauty of their 
■ blossoms -- the rose, the lilac and the 
rhododendron are good examples. A 
I few — cypress, juniper and the like — 
are valued for their shape — their in¬ 
herent grace and architectural form. 

In addition to these, there are a scapt 
half-dozen or so which are treasured 
by discerning gardeners principally for 
the beauty of their bark * 
ft * ft 

Of thEsE. pride of place ,for winter 
beauty must be accorded to the birches 
— the betula family — all of graceful 
habit and most of them possessing bark 
of a distinctive silver, white or cream 
color. Betuia papyrifera, the paper 
birch, is the one most commonly planted 
fix- the silvery sheen of its bark and the 
delicate red tracery of its twigs. Betula 
utilis, not ao well known around here. Is 
most attractive with ■ rich cream bark 
and rust-brown twigs. 

For attractive bark, our native arbu¬ 
tus has no peer. Known as the madrWi* 
tree in California, this is the ONLY 
broad-leafed evergreen tree growing 
wild in the whole of Canada.

The arbutus secretes certain sap 
chemicals which penetrate the bark 
layers so each layer lakes on a different 
and most attractive color. These layers 
peel off fancifully in summer to expose 
shades of terra cotta, jade, yellow and 
rust, and with a suede like surface quite 
unlike the trunk of any other tree. 

One thing has always puzzled me 
about the arbutus. Why is It that the 
bark always feels cool to the touch, even 
on the Ijottest summer day? I must 
check this some day with a thermometer 
to see whether It is in fact,cooler than 
the surrounding air or whether this is 
some kind of touch illusion. 


I think the most dramatic and eye¬ 
catching bark I ever saw was that of 
a cherry. P run us serruia, not to be con¬ 
fused, with P. serruiata, which is the 
Japanese flowering cherry P. serruia. 
from Western China, ia no great shakes 
for Its blossoms and the fruit is too small 
to he of any use, but the winter beauty 
of Ms bark It out of this world! You'd 
swear, to took at it. that the tree had 
covered itsef with a sheet of burnished 
copper! 

The willows and the shrubby type of 
Aogwoods provide us with a wealth of 


winter bark coJofr, and the trick with 
these subjects is to prune them drastic¬ 
ally every year to keep up a plentiful 
supply of young shoots, lor only the 
youthful poet Iona of these plants hold 
their attractive coloring. The violet 
willow, Salix daphnoides, has violet- 
rokired stems covered with a blue-white 
powder rather like the "bloom” on the 
skin of a grape. The golden willow. 
.Salix vlteilina aurea, has a bark of shin¬ 
ing golden yellow. 


I have seen Cornua alba, the red- 
barked dogwood, used quite effectively 
as a hedge and. wrtle It ioees its leaves 
in ihe winter, it becomes even mare at¬ 
tractive during its leafless stage by 
virtue of its bright red stems. It has 
a gold-stemmed cousin. Com us ftavi- 
ramea. the yeiinw-barked do g wood. 

Two shrubs fairly well known here¬ 
abouts possess vivid gr ee n stems in ad¬ 
dition to attractive blossoms. Thees are 
Kerna japonica or Jew's Mallow, and 
Lecesteria formats, sometimes known 
as Grandmother’s Ringlets by reason of 
the hanging curls of purple flowers. With 
both these shrubs, the flowering stems 
should be cut sway annually to main¬ 
tain the bright paddy-green color of the 
bark.

“We are gaining Borne the 
bridgeheads we need, and we 
are gaining them much faster 
than the optimists said wu pos¬ 
sible just « few years ago," he 
told a conference in Toronto 
recently. 

The campaign that hat been 
mounted is a far cry from 
the rush-in-Rnd-sign-’enHip ittf-j 
tude that unions used to depend' 
on in this field, an attitude that 
failed in most cases. 

A modem approach has been 
adopted, breaking the problem 
into four stages. These are: Re- ] 
search, coordination, program¬ 
ming and service. 

PKOURAM RTREMFD 

Moat of the research has been 
completed. It has entailed iden¬ 
tifying the number and location 
of white-collar workers, their! 
working conditions and their, 
needs. 

Next came the task of co¬ 
ordinating the work of the var¬ 
ious unions involved, defining 
the Jurisdiction of each union 
and assessing Itm ability to con¬ 
tribute to the total program. 
PLANNED ATTACK 

Current emphasia ia on the 
third stage, laying out tty pro¬ 
gram for attack. Thla entails 
training th- right kind of people 
in the right kind of techniques, 
developing on-the-job organizers 
and preparing special literature. 

The final stage will be to 
make sure that a high level of 
union service Is maintained.. 
I1K<<INNIN<1 TO ACT . 

Mr. Sefton cells it a new era 
in trade unionism. “We are no 
InAgrr Just talking about white- 
cellar workers, their problems 
and their status within indus¬ 
trial society. We are beginning 
to act and they ara beginning to 
act." 

During the last two years un¬ 
ions have made slow but steady 
progress In the white - collar 
field, recruiting perhaps 4,000 a 
year. Moat of this has been 
among government employees 


and office staffs in industries ’ 
already organized, at the blue- 
collar level. 

One of the areas Mr. iwltoa 
and his committee intend to tap 
la the trade and finance indus¬ 
tries where Jess than one per 
cent Of the huge clerical forca 
is organized. Banks and insur* 
ance companies are expected to 
be the toughest customers, Jail 
their 210,000 employees repre¬ 
sent a major porlion of the 
white-collar force. 

Mr. Seftnn said the idea that 
white-collar workers are not 
interested in unions is rapidly 
being dispelled. 

IARCER NUMBER 

"The truth is that they are 
Interested and they are Joining 
Unions in larger numbers than 
ever before." he says, 

The experience of my own 
union, the Steelworkers, along 
With the Auto Workers, toe Ca¬ 
nadian Union of Public Employ¬ 
ees, the Office Employees Inter¬ 
nationa] Union and many others 
is that conditions have never 
been brighter for white-collar 
organizing." 

Worry about automation is not 
aa big ■ factor as some bekeve 
he adds. 

KEPT BEHIND 

“Many of the established 
privileges of white-collar work¬ 
ers sick pay, pensions, vaca¬ 
tions and security — now art 
rights enjoyed hy moat produc¬ 
tion workers. But while produc¬ 
tion workers have attained 
these rights, they have also 
achieved a much higher stand 
■ rd of Hvtng. Office e m p l o yee* 
have been left behind.” 

William Dodge, executive 
vice-presklent of the CL C and 
its chief of organization, is en¬ 
thusiastic about the prospects 
but cautions that "it ia skill a 
fairly long-term project.” 

"It won't show results over¬ 
night. But we are convinced 
that anyone can b* organized 
if we can create among them 
a realization of what unions 
can accomplish towards digni¬ 
fied working conditions "

President Johnson met in a Washington emergency 
session with the National Security Council, but gave no 
bints about U.S. reprisals for the billet blast. 

Lt.Gcn. William C. Westmoreland, commander of tl.S. 
forces in Viet Nam. and U.S. Ambassador Maxwell D. 
Taylor went to Saigon Airport to see off a group of 150 
American women and children lieing evacuated under 
President Johnson's order fee withdrawal of dependents from 
the country.
